If any one wants to know how 
m any trees a m an can plant in a 
day and w hat the cost will be, 
R alph J. Ferris, field engineer at 
the Pym atuning reservoir project in 
Crawford county, now under con­ 
struction by the departm ent of for­ 
ests and waters, can tell him. 
Ferris supervised the planting of 
326,500 forest tree seedlings on the 
shore line of the 16,000-acre reser­ 
voir. 
The job, which was recently 
completed, was done entirely by in­ 
experienced 
labor. 
Forestry 
of­ 
ficials believe th a t the tim e and cost 
record as reported by Ferris is fair­ 
ly typical for the state at large. 
The average num ber 
of 
trees 
planted per m an per 9-hour day 
was 
approxim ately 
500. 
Slightly 
more than 6000 hours 
of 
actual 
planting time were required to set 
out the trees. The average cost of 
planting 1000 trees was $8.37, of 
which $6.54 represented labor costs.
